wards died, they managed to throw or hunt 
the ‘whole crew overboard except the Cap- 
tain, whom they spared, at the suggestion of 
the Chiiese cook,’ that he would navigate 
‘the ship to China ;-that the Captain pur- 
posely ran. his vessel to a part of the Kus- 
sian Voast north of the smuor, landed there 
with the cook: ou, pretence. of procuring 
provisions, and refusiug to return on board 
bas.not since been ‘heard of ; that a storm 
coming on.théy were driven south ‘till 
they brought on the Coast of Japan, anu 
were. brought into Hakodadi by a Japanese 
pilot; that-a considerable sum of money 
in dollars: belonging te the cuptain. was 
seized, and, divided by the coolies among 
themselves, a considerable portion of which 
they. spent. for: provisions and clothes in 
Russia, but the reniainder of which’ they 
had on arrival in’ Hakodadi.”

‘With laudable reticence, the old lady abzo- 
lutely refuses to disclose the’ particulars of 
Lord Byron’s misconduct at this time ; she 
gave Lady Byron a solemn promise notto -

ates the gross explanation which Mra, Stove 
has given of the. matter: -So serious, how- 
ever, did Mrs. Minna consider the conduet 
of Lord Byron, that ahe recommended her 
tmaistress to confide all the circumstances to 
her fathor, Sir Ralph Milbanke, a 
kind, and most excellent parent; and take 
hia advice as to her future cours, At one 
time Mrs Minis think Lady Byron .had 
resolved t» follow her counsel and in 
her wronga to Sir Ralph, but om arriving at 
Seaham Hall, her ladysbip strictly enjoined 
Mrs, Minna to preserve absolute silence on 
the subject, s course which he followed her. 
self, so that when six weeka later she and 
Lord Byron left Seaham ‘for London, not a’ 
word had escaped her to disturb her parents’ 
tranquillity as to their daughter’s domeatio . 
happiness, As might be expected, Mrs, 
Minna’ beara the, warmest testimony to the 
noble und lovable qualities of her departed '- 
nilatress. Sho alao declares that Lady 
Byron was by no meansof a cold tempera- 
ment, but that.ihe affectionate impulees of - 
her nature were checked by the unkind 
treatment. she: experienced from her hus 
band. Of Fletcher she speake very favours 
ably and pleasantly ;:he Waa, ale saya, a 
cheerful, companionable man, and used to. 
converse with his’ master without any’ ree 
straint, a practice. which his lordship, 60 
far from. reproving, ‘evidently liked and 
encouraged. "Mrs, Minna saw a great deal 


.of Lord: and Lady-.Byron’s grant children, 


Vigcouné Ockham, the present Lord Went 
worth, and their sister, whilo stéying with 
their” grandmother, Lady Byron, under 
whose care they were principally brought 
up, aud she evidently considered them— 
‘especially “the “unfortunate. Ockham —yery

that Lady. Byron suffered under the appre- 
hension that bis lordship would’ have re- 
course to legal proceedings to obtain the 
tutelage of their daughter, and her ladyship 
was frequently in communication with Mrs 
Minns on this aubjéct in roferenca to tha 
evidence the latter could give of bis lord.

Most of the \conversation in 
which wo learned the foregging facts took 
place in the presence of Mrs, Minne’ daugh- 
ter, @ comely, intelligent, and matronly. 
lady of middle age, who was’ doubtless 
familiar with the details we hava givén 
above, and who entirely concided in all the 
views. and opinions of. her mother. So 
ended an interview which we shall not 
easily forget. Mrs Mitns is'a tpye ofa’ - 
class.of whom few remain among us, a class 
with whom the dignity of service is mingled 
with affection and a fidulity. which extends 
heyond.the grave.. One or two of the cares: 
le33 vllogations of Mrs Stowe are, we think,. 
tusposed of by. the simple statement of this 
venerable gentlewowan.- Wé' will leave 
others to judge of thu .“moral value -of a 
vamped-up tale told. by a professional tittle" 
tattler, against the life-long and earnest con: 
victions of such a witness as Mrs Minns.”

Mr Moore, after accepting that money itt 
this way, wrote to Lady Noel Byron, ass 
king -her for- materials for his ‘Life of 
Byron,” and assuring her of his delicacy, 
wad discretion, Tho separated wife, ox 
rather the exasperated widow, thus really 
presided over ‘the ‘composition of the me- 
moir by the false and bribed friend. -- 
Need I sibmit that it is the duty of 
every man as far-as- he can: to rapair. this 
foul wrong? In "Moore's Diary” it is 
recorded that.a copy of Byrou’s memoirs 
was taken by Mr Moore's ordora, the copiers 
being s Mr Mathews, M, Dumonlin, and a. 
third copier, who: was paid, and isnot 
named.: As Karl Russell was the editor of 
“Moore’s Diary,” this copy, I infer, was 
read by him, and is now under his control, 
if not in bia - custody.Your - obedient:
